• WASHINGTON, Deo. 5.—The last ses- 
sion of the fifty-eighth congress was call- 
ed together at noon today. The opening 
•was -under the usual Interesting condi- 
tions and nmid those scenes that for 
years have made the reassembling of con- 
gross among the notable events of the 
country. 


Hundreds of sightseers . early today 


thronged the corridors and crowded into 1 
the cftllories to witness the formal pro- 
ceedings. From ono end of the capitol 
building to the other, the busy tread of 
statesmen and the flutter of .femininity 
distinguished the. occasion 
from 
any 


other-in the official or social calendar of 
the year. 


From tho letharg which has character- 


ized Washington since early in the spring 
tlie city awakened to a new era and her- 
alded with apparent joy the day which 
opens both tho official and social sea- 
ions. 


The streets were crowded with people 


intent on witnessing the ceremonies. Car- 
riages flocked about the hotels ready .to 
carry guests to the capitol and two hours 
before noon a steady stream of .vehicles 
bearing jray parties made its way to tho 
Cast front of the building. 


Many newly elected members were at 


the capitol, although they will not enter 
office until after Mfrch 4th. A particu- 
larly sad feature of the reassembling was 
thc'absiencc of kindly faces grown "bid in 
the service of the country.

ST.' LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 5.— In a letter to 


Major J. G. Pangborn, president of the 
United Exhibitors association, made pub- 
lie today. President Thomas H. Carpter 
of the National World's Fair commission 
declared that "Most jjrave and serious 
charges of corruption in connection with 
the awarding of certain premiums have 
been filed" with the national commis- 


The letter after quoting that part of 


the act of congress making an appropri- 
ation for the exposition, and the rules 
for the selection of jurors goes on to say: 


"Most grave and serious charges of 


corruption in connection with the award- 
ing of certain premiums have been filed 
with, the commission in the form of affi- 
davits and otherwise. In view of such 
charges and the failure of the company 
to observe tho law in the appointment 
and submission of the jurors for approval 
by the commiussion the right of this 
body to investigate adequately support- 
ed charges of fraud, bribery or miscon- 
duct amounting to fraud on the part of 
persons making or influencing awards is 
maintained by the commission to be a 
duty precedent to the act approving 
awards resting under the burden of any 
such charges.

TERRIBLE HARDSHIPS 


•OF JAPANESE SAILORS 


PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., Dec. 5.— 


After 10 days of hardship, privation and 
exposure, two Japanese were taken from 
a submerged hulk several hundred miles 
off the coast of Japan and brought here 
by the schooner W. F. Garms, 83 days 
from Manila. The men were part of a 
crow of 10'men who left Yoshumura Oc- 
tober 4 for two days' fishing in the fif- 
teen ton schooner Koupina Maru. On 
the third day out the vessel struck a 
rock.and filled to the rails. Prior to 
sailing a heavy plank :ha'd been lasted 
lo the after butts and on this tho .men 
existed for 10 days with no nourishment, 
but a few flsh which floated up from tho 
hold of the schooner.' One after anoth- 
er of the unfortunate Japanese succumb; 
ed until on October Ifl-but three, includ-

CHICAGO, Dec. 2—Beaten to death by 


the waves of the lake whose perils ha 
had mocked, the body of Peder Nisaen 
was found yesterday morning cast up on 
the beach near ' Stcvensville,_ Mich. A 
hundred yards away was'the great can- 
vas wind bag in which he had crossed 
Lake Michigan at the expense of his life. 
"Foolkillcr No. 3," as Nissen propheti- 
cally had named his strange craft, was 
punctured in( a score of places and its 
steel ribs were bent and twisted by the 
fury of the waves. 


The body was taken to Stevensvills; 


which is ten miles south of Benton Har- 
bor, and there an inquest was "held last 
night. In the opinion of physicians Nis- 
sen was not drowned, but met death by 
being cast against the beach by the high 
sea. 


Developments, however, indicate that 


this was not the case, and last night it 


as accepted as probable that Nissen 
lad-smothered to death some time be- 
oi-e his-craft was battered against the 
Michigan sands, 


WRITES OF HIS DEATH. 


Nissen's last message to the world was 
penciled statement that he realized 


death was at hand. In the interior of, 
the wrecked aquatic .balloon was found 
a card on which was written: 
j ; 


My air hose has broken and' I am 


doomed to die of suffocation. Good by 
a]j 
Peder jSissen. 


TERROR SHOWN ON FACE. 


Although badly bruised on head and 


body, Nissen's features were recognizable 
and an expression of terror still remain- 
ed on his face. His clothing was frozen 
to his body tmd his matted hair was en- 
cased in ice. Identification was rendered 
easy by papers which .were found in his 
>ockets, and was made complete later in 
the dny by relatives who had gone out 
in a tug to search for him. 


TWICE SHOT NIAGARA. "7"~ 


The experience which cost his life was 


not Nissen's first daring adventure": Un- 
der the name of "Captain Bowser" he 
twice shot the rapids of Niagara Falls in 
1000 in a craft of his own invention, and 
had he succeeded in crossing Lake Mich- 
igan safely in his canvas bag his next 
effort was to have been to reach the 
north pole. 


While generally looked upon as a no- 


toriety seeker, Nissen was not without 
scientific attainments, and hia friends 
insint that his freak voyages were not 
made for the purpose of bringing him- 
self before the public eye. However 
that may be, he posed in a Chicago mus- 
eum after he had shot Niagara's rapids, 
and before departing on his last voyage 
signed a contract to 'appear again in a 
museum in event his life was spared.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The director- 


of the mint in his annual report shows 
thot the output of the coinage mints at 
Philadelphia, San Francisco an£ New Of 
leans which were in operation through- 
out the fiscal year, was the largest on 
record. It estimates the gold stock 01 
the world in use ns money on December 
31 1903, at approximately $5,600,000,- 
000 of which about one-half is visible in 
banks and public treasuries. The esti- 
mate for the stock of Hie United States 
at that time is $1,300,000.000, of which 
$859.000,000 was in the treasury and na- 
tional banks. 


During the year the mints and assay 


offices sold $22,924,719 worth of gold bars 
and 2,686,390 fine ounces of silver for use 
n the arts o«d manufacturers, while pri- 
•ate refineries sold $3,248,843 worth of 
gold and 17,196,166 fine ounces of silver 
or the same purpose. Estimating for 
,he amount of coin melted and deduci- 
ng old material used, the net consump- 
,ion of gold in the year is estimated to 
lave been—gold $24,377,902; silver, 20,- 
'49,743 ounces.' 


The total domestic coinage of .the Phil- 


adelphia, San Francisco and New Orleans 
mints amounted in value to $228.202.151 
while the number of pieces executed in- 
cluding the coinage for the Philippines, 
Venezuela and Costa Ric:i was 219,353.-

pic reason why it is that laws made tc 
remedy certain evils, so very often whol 
lv fail" of their purpose. One feature o 
iuroi»n customs we attempted to avoi 
when" tho Republic was formed, that o 
keeping all the wealth in .one or 
tw

At home we have kept a dairy of 


twenty cows the past year without-an 
acre of pasture, says A. W. Mowbtay, 
president of the Minnesota Dairymen's 
association. ' Until July 15 the cows 
were given a large yard and fed on corn 
ullage, clover hay and wheat bran. The 
bran was used because our corn, crop 
ast year was a total failure. July 15 
they were given the run of a thirty acre 
meadow from which we had cut a 
heavy crop of June and alslke clover 
and timothy. 


This is the first year we have tried 


the plan, and I am glad to be able to 
ay it has proved entirely satisfactory. 
We cannot afford to devoto good tilla- 
ble land, worth ?GO per-acre, to pasture 
when by a little more work the cows 
can be fed and the entire farm cropped. 
Without the aid of the silo this method 
could not be successfully adopted. 


A silo sixteen feet in diameter and 


thirty feet high will hold about 130 
tons'of corn, or the crop of nine acres, 
In this, amount we have approximately 
5 000 pounds of protet?, as much as is 
found in thirty tons of good clover hay. 
or the product of possibly twelve acres, 
or as much as is contained in fifty tons 
of timothy hay, twenty-five, acres of an 
average crop. Thus it will be seen that 
in one acre of corn silage we have as 
much-protein as In one and one-third 
acres of clover hay or In two and seven- 
uinths of timothy bay.

As a labor saving device, the zemstvo 


serves the purposes of the imperial gov- 
ernment of the czar. The. deta.is of all 
subjects are worked out by it, the neces- 
sary improvements are suggested, the ap- 
proximate, cost is ascertained 'and the 
plans for improvement, if accepted, are 
carried out by the provincial governor.

MOODY ASKS THAT ABM 


OF LAW BE MADE LONGER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
5.—Attorney 


General W. H. Moody in his annual re- 
port to congress recommends the enact- 
ment of a law which will provide in sub- 
stance that where an indictment is duly 
returned to a court of the United States; 
the judge of that court, may, in his dis- 
cretion, issue a bench warrant for the 
arrest of the defendants wherever they 
may be'fo'und within the territorial lim- 
its of the United States; and that it 
shall be the duty of all persons authoriz- 
ed to serve suoh process to arrest the 
person or persons indicted, and if they 
fail after reasonable opportunity to fur 
nish bail for their appearance, to bring 
them, to the court' in which the indict- 
ment has been found.
